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MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 

ORDER 

New Delhi, the &th July 1960 

S.O. 1711,—Whereas the Central Government is satisfied that in 
the public interest it is necessary to make the following order: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 

(1) of section 3 of the Essential Services Maintenance Ordinance, 
1960 (1 of 1960), the Central Government hereby prohibits strikes in 
the following essential services, namely:— 

(1) any postal, telegraph or telephone service; 

(2) any railway service or any other transport service for the 

carriage of passengers or goods by land, water or air; 

(3) any service connected with the operation or maintenance 

of aerodromes or with the operation, repair or main¬ 
tenance of aircraft; 

(4) any service connected with the loading, unloading, move¬ 

ment or storage of goods in any port; 

(5) any service connected with the clearance of goods or 

passengers through the customs or with the prevention 
of smuggling; 

(6) any service in any mint or security press; 

(7) any service in any defence establishment of the Govern¬ 

ment of India.
